In two cases 
Dr. Pancoast avers that, with the 
aid of the mysterious tube, he 
has completely changed the 
patient's complexion, making, 111 
short, white out of black.

Alfalfa, or Lucem 

Alfalfa, or lucern (Medicago 
sati'va), has been known to the 
world for mora than twenty cen- 
turies. It is a native of Western 
Asia, having beeu found growing 
wild in the region south of the 
Cacasus mountains. The Romans 
used it as forage for the horses 
of their armies and ;t is cultivated 
in Italy at the present time. It 
was introduced from Italy into 
France and Spain and the Span- 
iards carried it to Mexico and to 
the west coast of South America. 
It was brought from Chile to Cali- 
fornia in 1854 and from there it- 
soon spread over the arid regions 
of the Pacific Coast and the 
Rocky Mountains. 

DESCRIPTION, 

It is an upright, branching 
perennial from 1 to 3 feet high; 
specially adapted to dry oliraafcesy 
and withstands droutliimwciti set- 
ter than ordinary- clbv.er»i Under- 
favorable conditions it will live 
from eight to fifteen years and 
does not run out as clover does. 
The leaves are slightly rounded in 
outline and toothed near the apex. 
The flowers are purple and do not 
form a head like our clovers, but 
are in long loose clusters or 
racemes. These flowers are 
borne all over the plant, instead 
of at the top, as in the cloyers.

Alfalfa is a deep feede: 
;toproot's- r itf fee soil is loos 
trateto #h>*pth of 10 oi 
and under especially favorable 
circumstances they may go 25 feet 
or more. "The young plant con- 
sists of a number of low branches 
springing from a simple or basil 
stalk at the crown of tbe root. 
These branebes ascend directly 
above ground and form a compact 
tuft. 0n the old plant, however, 
certain of the more robust stems 
elongate underground and become 
new branch — producing stocks. 
In this- way the simple stock, or 
rhizome;, beeomea two or many 
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If alfalfa is grazed very closely 
the stems die down to the roots 
aind new buds spring up at the 
crown of the roots and form new 
stems.

Will 
your implements and machinery 
do full service?

Make it, if possible, your 
surplus crop. Don't mind what 
your neighbor does. You are to 
care, primarlily,. far yourself and 
your family.

time came to make their promis- 
ed delivery. Bulls and bears have 
raged in the markets, and not a 
few lambs, deceived by the bears, 
have become mutton for the bulls. 
With- season to be grateful to the 
bulls, the cotton farmers have 
reaped the greatest benefits.. They 
have attained a degree- of pros- 
perity and independence not en- 
Joyed by them in many, many 
previous years. 

Cotton-growers may remain 
dependent and increase their ad- 
vantage in that respects The way 
is clear. Let each' individual, be- 
fore he arranges for his cotton 
crop, see to it fchw& provision is 
made for his- sufficient supply of 
hog and hominy. That's merely 
an old condensation of advice that 
it is cheaper in tbe long run to 
raise yousr food than to buy it. — 
Southern Farm Magazine.

Remei 
you must inoculate the soil with j 
bacteria in order to succeed. If 
you doubt this we can furnish you 
an object lesson here at the col lege, 
so that you may see for yourself. 

Inoculation may be done in two j 
ways: 1. By taking the soil from j 
land where alfalfa is grown, and | 
scattering it broadcast over your j 
ground just before, or at the time 
you sow the seed. First examine 
the roots of the alfalfa from whore 
you expect to get your soil; if the 
roots have a number of little no- 
dules, the soil may be used for in- 
oculation. Scatter at leant 200 
pounds of inoculated soil per acre. 

2. The United States Departs 
alent of Agriculture will furnish 
you inoculating material on ap 
plication. These dried "cultures'' 
are put up in small boxes with ac* 
companyino- chemicals and direc- 
tions. These "cultures" arc dis- 
solved in water and sprinkled over 
soil or manure, which is then scat^ 
tcred over the field. 

The bacteria which feeds upon 
red clover, peas, beans, &c, do 
not feed upon alfalfa. This is 
why inoculation is necessary, ex- 
cept in some parts of the West 
where bacteria is naturally m the 



To make the best hay, it should 
be cut about the time the first flow- 
ers appear. If left longer the 
stems become woody, and arc un- 
fit to be eaten by stock. As soon 
as the leaves arc wilted (not dry 
and brittle) it should be raked into 
windrows and left for a while, 
then removed to tho stack or barn. 
It should be handled as little as pos- 
sible. After the first year from two 
tofive cuttings can be made and 
the yield is usually from two to 
fivetons per acre. 

It is the best hay that can bo fed 
to horses, and with its use the 
grain ration can be cut down one- 
I half. It is rich 111 nutritive prop- 
I crties. The dry bay contains 12 
I to 14 per cent of .digestible pro- 
) tern, and 12 per cent of fat. This 
j is almost a complete food for any 
! class of live s'oek. Even hogs 
j will eat the hay.

The injunction will be sought 
on the ground provided for in the 
United States constitution which 
provides for such an emergency 
when the property or dominion of 
one state is injured from causes 
emanating in another state. 

The suit grows out of the fact 
that the sulpurous fumes from the 
Ducktown copper mines has killed 
vegetation in Georgia for a radnis 
of one mile from the mines, which 
are located yery nearly on the 
state line. — Atlanta News.

This is an item the farmers of 
Lumpkin county should read with 
much interest: Within tho past 
two weeks J. A. J. Henderson of 
Ocilla has shipped two carloads of 
yellow yam potatoes to Atlanta, 
over 1,000 bushels, for which he 
received $503.05, delivered on 
board the cars. The dispatch says, 
he was guaranteed 50 cents a 
bushel, of fifty-five pounds, instead 
of sixty, and the promise held out 
that he might receive 60 cents per 
bushel, 10 cents above the guaran- 
teed price. He banked 4,000 
bushels of potatoes from fourteen 
acres. He at first estimated the 
acreage at sixteen, but after del- 
uding for ditches and other land 
not planted, he is satisfied the po- 
tato ground does not exceed four*, 
teen acres. He has about 3,000 
bushels yet in bank, 2,500 bushels 
which he will probably ship, which 
would net him at least $1,500, or 
over $100 per. acre. To make 
crop of over 300 bushels to 
the acre (it must be remembered 
the fattening hogs ate several hun- 
died bushels), Mr. Henderson 
used about 600 pounds of fertilizer 
to the acre.

Wants a Late Primary. 

Editor Nugget : 

.Recently in The Nugget ;I 
noticed "a -remedy for wet elec- 
tions," suggested by the former 
chairman of the Executive com- 
mittee, which I heartily endorse, 
provided it could and would be 
carried out. There is men that 
would sign the obligation and go 
right on treating (indirectly) as 
though they had never heard of 
such a thing. Then if they were 
to be called in to question about 
it they would almost swear that 
they 'hadn't seen a d-rop during 
■the campaign. I have in mind 
now, a very highly esteemed friend 
that was defeated for the rirst and 
only time, by going into an agree- 
ment with his antagonist to run a 
"dry" race. The former kept his 
pledge, the latter didn't. 

Now, there is another thing that 
I wish to speak about, and that is 
the time of holding the primary. 
The State Executive committe fix- 
ed the Sth of iTnne for holding 
these last primaries. Now I do 
not see any logical reason why the 
-county should hold t heir's at that 
-time, for several reasons. 1st. It 
is the busiest time with farmers 
that could be found. Men who 
make their living by the sweat of 
their brow has not got time to lay 
everything down and go very often 
several miles to vote. Neither do 
they like to be hindred from their 
*work every day with a great num- 
ber of candidates electioneering. 

2nd. Every nook and corner of 
the county is not over-run by 
those aspiring to state house offices 
as is done by county office seekers. 
As a rule, the common people do 
not care so much about state of- 
ficers as they do about county of- 
ficers. Now I think that the 
Executive committee should con- 
sider these facts before setting the 
time for holding our next primary 
and try to accommodate the great- 
est number of people.

Bacteria of the Soil. 



As the natural fertility of the 
soil depends largely upon bacterial! 
activity, it is important for far- 
mers to understand the work of 
this low type of life.. In most! 
cases it is more .economical to in- 
crease the bacteria, in the soils andi 
use their products., than to apply 
fertilisers,. 

The work of bacteria, not being 
generally understood, are usually 
.spoken of as antagonist to ,tbe 
.welfare of mankind. This is an 
•error. If some species .produce 
disease^, it does not follow that all 
are .injurious. Some species are 
our friends — wo could not get 
along withouttheffi. Si'wenty-five 
years ago none of our institutions 
of learning" except the advanced 
itnedicHl colleges provided for 
.courses of instruction on disease 
germs; now practically all colleges 
have well-equipped laboratories, 
for the study of bacterial growths. 
Mow the future progress of agri- 
culture, dairying, preservation of 
foods,,<&e., depends upon acknowl- 
edge, of their functions. 

Bacteria .formerly were thought | 
to be animals, but now they are 
universally conceded to be plants. 
They belong to the lowest type of 
■plant life, and are single^celled 
and of simple structure, being 
composed almost entirely of pros 
toplasni. Lacking cholrophyl 
(green coloring matter), they are 
not able to take carbon from the 
air, hence, they have no woody 
fiber. About 1206 different 
varieties have been found and 
doubtless there are many more. 

They are so small that they are 
invisable to the naked eye. It 
would take 175 bacteria placed 
sicic, by side to make the thickness 
of an ordinary book leaf. 

Like other non-chlorophyllic 
plants they require organic food, 
i. e,, food whic'h has been assinai* 
iated or has been prepared for as- 
similation by plants or animals. 
A few species thrive on mineral 
foods. Milk is an excellent bac- 
terial food— this is why milk sours 
so readily. Bacteria secrete fer- 
ments which digest their food. 
Vinegar is nothing more than a 
by-product or a bacterial ex- 
crement. The strong odors pro- 
duced by putrefaction are also 
the product of bacterial action. 

Some -species haye movement. 
This is done by the thread-like 
projections of their bodies . known 
as fagella. On account of having 
motion is why they were once be- 
lieved to be animals instead of 
plants. They are found only in 
three forms; like a pencil, a ball 
and a corkscrew. 

Their large amount of work is 
due to their rapid reproduction, 
They reproduce chiefly by divi- 
sion. @ne bacterium divides and 
forms two new ones under favc«N 
able conditions, this process is car- 
ried on indefinitely and as the di • 
vision takes place in most species 
every half hour, the increase from 
one bacterium in 21 hours is enor- 
I mous. Suppose one bacterium 
I should lodge in the opening into 
I the teat of a milch cow at the time 
I of milking, and the time between 
I milkings should be ten hours; then 
at the above rate of increase, that 
J one bacterium would produce 1,- 
3©3,5tT.6 ready to be washed into 
the milk atthe next milking. 

Another method of reproduction 
is by spores. Spores correspond 
to the seed of our higher plants. 
Spores are more difficult to destroy j 
than the bacteria. 

Where are they found? They 
are omnipresenr. "They are in 
the air we breathe; in the crust of 
the earth; on trees, grass, hay, 
flowers, fruit, vegetables; in lakes, 
creeks, rivers, oceans, the water

WHAT BACTERIA DO. 

Bacteria disintegrate the dead 
bodies of plants and animals and 
the elements of which these bodies 
are composed are restored to the 
air and to the soil to be used in the 
construction of new forms of life. 
This renders the life cycle corns 
plete, "All that has lived must die, 
andall that is dead must be disin- 
tegrated— the elements which are 
the substratum of life must enter 
into new cycles of life." Without 
bacteria the world would be cover- 
ed with F»ummies of animals and 
plants and the food elements would 
in time become exhausted, and life 
would become extinct. 

The general function of bacteria 
is destructive — but there is a 
group that are constructive, i. e., 
instead of breaking down com- 
pounds, they construct new ones. 
For instance, the bacteria that 
work upon the roots of clover, 
lucern, peas, &c, are constructive 
— they take the nitrogen from the 
air and unite it with oxygen and 
other elements and form nitrates 
which are soluble and can be read- 
ily used by plants. 

The greatest number of bacteria 
are found a little below the surface 
of the soil. Housson found them 
in the soil as follows:

Federal Money to Mine 
Schools. 

Through the active support giv- 
en the measure by Congressman 
Carter Tate, the eub-committee of 
the house committee on mines and 
mining, has favorably reported bis 
bill, providing for government aid 
to schools of mines and mining, 
in the several states of the Union. 
One- half the amount that goes to 
Georgia will go the University at 
Athens, and one-half to the N. G . 
College at Dahlonega. 

The bill is supplementary to the 
act of congress donating public 
ds to the several states which 
have provided colleges for the 
benefit of agriculture and the me- 
chanical arts, as has Georgia. It 
provides that out of the proceeds 
of the sale of public lands there 
shall be paid for the establishment 
and maintenance of schools or de- 
partments of mines and mining in 
connection with the present land 
grant colleges the sum of $10,000 
for the year ending June 30, 1904:

amount of such appropriation 
thereafter for ten years by an ad- 
ditional sum of $1,000 over the 
preceding year, and the annual 
sum to be paid thereafter to each 
state shall be $20,000.

A Spanish- American War Sol- 
dier pensioned. 

Last week Mr. Arthur Sullivaii 
oLDahlonega, received notice that 
he had been allowed a pension ®f 
six dollars per. month for- the loss 
of his health while in the Spanishs 
American war, beginning ..June, 
4960. Mr. -'Sullivan's war experi- 
ence has been any thing* but pleas- 
ant. In June 18&6, while a young 
man of about twenty summers, 
strong and healthy, he enlisted in 
the.U. S. Army at Atlanta, Ga. 
Three years thereafter he was hon- 
orably discharged away off in Cu- 
ba, full of oaiaria, ■■ broke dowjs 
in health, with no hopes of ever 
recovering. This is why he draws 
a pension. About a year after 
joining he had to go to Santiago. 
This place was in a fearful condi- 
tion for any American to enter. 
Here dead horses and even dead 
men were lying, in the streets. A 
littfle farther away the- battle fiekl 
was covered with the dead. '"The 
enemy paid no attention to the»r 
men after they were killed but left 
them where -they fell. The Amer- 
icans'first dug trenches and buried 
their dead- 'Then those belonging: 
to the enemy were put in wells, 
rifle pits and at any other place in 
the ground where a man could be 
covered with dirt in order to get 
rid -of the awful. scent as early as 
possible. Hospitals- -were- soon, es- 
tablished in order to care 'for , a»r 
soldiers that were stricken down 
with the, malaria! in groat numbers 
every day. From two to four 
men were detailed from each com-, 
pany to dig graves in a selected 
cemetery so as to have them ready 
as fast as needed. Every morning 
nearly it -.repuir-ed a four horse 
wagon to haul off the dead from 
the hospital to the cemetery where 
numbers were placed m graves 
dug by them only a few days \tve • 
vious. In other words many a 
soldier dug his own grave. After 
peace was declared Mr. Sullivau 
was on duty a good deal of the 
time when the remains of; the sol- 
diers were unearthed .and -shipped 
to their relatives in America. The 
trenches were opened up by rthe 
soldiers for "the undertakers. A 
tew bodies were found almost as 
perfect as the day they were bu- 
ried, while nothing was left .if oth- 
ers except a few bones. In the 
latter case the undertakers would 
pick up a little handful of dirt and 
bones, throw it into about a 800 
pound iron coffin, lock the 
lidvmarte it and go o-u,,not caring 
whether it went to the right rela- 
tives or not. The graves -of 
those dying at the hospital 
were distinctly m a r k e d so 
no mistake could be made. Mr. 
Sullivan was more fortunate than 
many of Ms cotoradesand is now 
being rewarded. We give these 
facts to show that that the 'hardV 
ships of a soldier are bad and many 
during war, and often in time cA 
peace, when located in a siekby 
country.
